Forget cute. Forget cuddly. While this 
is certainly the cutest most cuddly bear 
phone I've ever seen, DAK was chosen 
to introduce him, not because he’s cute, 
but because of the sophisticated tech- 
nology that makes him robotic. 

Yes, he’s a hands free speakerphone. 
And, his new, advanced speakerphone 
Capabilities rival his robotics. 

But, before we explore why he can 
sound better than an industrial office 
speakerphone, let's see why he’s so 
much more than a ‘talking bear phone’.

By the way, you won't want to roam 
too far. K.C. is soft and cuddly, and very 
plush. He is really happy sitting in your 
lap while you talk on the phone or when 
you just want a ‘warm fuzzy’ to hold. 

You'll have Tone/Pulse switching, True 
Hold, so you can pick up your call in 
another room, and Last Number Redial.

they have a right to ignore me. But after referring to my challenge as only an “advertising gambit” and calling Maxon’s radar 


detector an off-shore, primitive, and bottom-end unit, I'd think they'd be glad to 
But, I'm really mad for two other reasons and 


Mad Reason 1. Road and Track Mag- 
azine held an independent general radar 
detector test in their September 86 issue. 

As far as | can see, Maxon beat Passport 
in Uninterrupted Alert, and Passport beat 
Maxon in Initial alert. Now to be fair, 
neither of us seem to have beaten the 
other by even 2 seconds at 55 miles per 
hour. So, we didn’t win or lose by much. 

And, Maxon’s $99% detector was test- 
ed against the $295 Passport, not the 
$245 Escort we challenged. What's in- 
teresting is that Road and Track had nice 
things to say about Passport and even 
about Escort, which wasn't even included 
in the tests any more. 

Now, if you've been following DAK’s 
challenge, you know we've only been 
challenging Escort. If you've read Road 
and Track’s tests, you'll be amazed when 
you read Boardroom Reports, which I've 
reprinted for you to the right. What's 
really interesting is that it’s the exact 
Same person in both publications. 

Actually, Maxon did extremely well. 
Road and Track only used ‘over hill’ and 


‘around curve’ tests because on straight- 


aways the differences weren't worth 
describing. (Imagine that!)

But, the real question today is: 1 ) How 
many feet of sensing difference, if any, is 
there between this top of the line Maxon 
Detector and Escort's or Passport’s? And 
2) Which unit is more accurate at inter- 
preting real radar versus false signals? 

So Escort, you pick the road (contin- 
ental U.S. please). You pick the equip- 
ment to create the false signals. (Don’t 
forget our $10,000 Rashid challenge).

wave's advertising cure for the Rashid 
VRSS Collision Avoidance System. 
The Rashid VRSS system, as described 
in Popular Science magazine, January 
1986, sends out a radar signal on the K 
band ahead of your car. The good partis 
that it can help you avoid running into 
things higher than your front bumper. 
The bad news is that since it operates on 
K band, it sets off radar detectors. 
Well, hats off to Cincinnati Micro- 
wave. I've tested the Passport against 
the Rashid unit and, as usual, they have 
done a splendid job. While every other 
detector | tested, including Maxon’s, was 
driven crazy, theirs didn't utter a peep. 
But then, my Maxon hasn't uttered 
any peeps lately either and let me tell 
you why. | was on my way to the Far East 
to visit Maxon, sol asked Tom, a manager 
at DAK, to purchase and test the Rashid. 
Well, did | ever hear from him. First 
the unit cost $558 plus about $100 to 
install. Then buying it and finding some- 
one to install it took almost a month. 
But the real reason he was unhappy 
was that the recommended method of 
installation involved cutting a 6%” hole 
in the front grill of his neat new car. 
Well, much to my wife's chagrin, it's 
now installed in her station wagon. 
After installation, it has to be set by an 
installer. He drives between 15 and 30 
miles per hour toward a solid object. 
When the installer thinks he’s reached a 
safe stopping distance, he adjusts the 
warning alarms to sound. Then in the 
future, when a similar distance is reached, 
lights will flash and an alarm will sound. 
Of course, if you accelerate too quick- 
ly into a lane behind another car the 
same alarms can go off.

Speaking of advertising gambits, in 
virtually every magazine | pick up, I've 
been seeing Cincinnati's Bad News for 
Radar Detector ads spelling out the ob- 
solescence of all other detectors. 

If it's such an important feature that 
distinguishes them from us, there had 
better be some of these devices on the 
road, or Cincinnati Microwave’s credibil- 
ity may just be on the road as well. 

I will add $10,000 to my Escort/ 
Passport challenge if Cincinnati Micro- 
wave Can prove that there are even 1000 
Rashid units on the road anywhere in 
the U.S. Oh heck, I'll add $5000 if they 
can even find 500. (And, look at this.) 

NOTE: There are several other poten- 
tial collision avoidance systems on the 
drawing boards and each may have a 
DIFFERENT FINGERPRINT. 

So, If you're a current Escort or Pass- 
port owner, | suggest that you find out 
how many Rashid units there are and 
what Cincinnati Microwave will do about 
the ‘other’ units before you pay $$$ to 
have your current detector upgraded.

It's party time. With a Mamfacttacdc, 
there’s something for everyone. And, 
wait till you hear the sound. 

This top of the line complete stereo 
system has more musical sources than 
any system I've seen. And, the sound 
from each source is breathtaking. 

And speaking of breathtaking, take a 
look at the elegantly designed cabinetry, 
complete with matching tower speaker 


¿systems you'll be adding to your home. 


And, you'll be able to sit back and 
enjoy the beauty of your music as well as 
the beauty of the cabinetry when you 
use the included wireless remote con- 
trol. But first, let's explore all that it does 
on a musical source by source basis. 

CD = Compact Disc Player. It has a 
3-beam laser servo system with heavy 
sampling for superb sound. Plus, it’s 
loaded. You can select any 15 tracks in 
any order you like. There's even a repeat 
button. So, you can repeat selected tracks 
or the entire disc, forever. 

Just touch a button and you can skip 
to the next track during play or repeat 
the track you are listening to. You can 
even play back indexed passages within 
a track. A display shows you the track 
that is playing, the elapsed time, pro- 
gramming or the total time of the disc.

It actually uses your existing house or 
office wiring. And if you can plug in a 
lamp, you can plug-in this system. 

It's exciting. Just imagine effortlessly 
retrofitting your home or office for remote 
control without ever running a single wire. 


NOW IT’S REALLY REMOTE 
As sophisticated as the X10 system 


has been with Control Consoles, Timers 
and even Telephone Controllers, it has 
now gone Hand Held Wireless. 

As you can see in my hand (to the left), 
or flying over my home (above), a new 
hand held RF radio controlled ultimate 
console now exists to set you free.

It's ashame. But, it’s also a great oppor- 
tunity to get a pair of 15” audiophile 
loudspeakers with the newest in stereo 
imaging at a market-breaking price. 

Imagine a precisely matched mirror 
image pair of top-of-the-line BSR speak- 
ers that can effortlessly recreate the cata- 
clysmic impact of a full orchestral cre- 
scendo at full volume and yet offer flaw- 
lessly subtle sound detail to 21,500hz. 

You'll thrill to thunderous bass all the 
way down to 26hz. Incredibly rich, full, 
vibrant sound at low volume will explode 
with life as you increase the volume. 

But before we examine the front speak- 
er complement, the twin overlapping 
crossovers and the top mounted sonic 
placement and ambiance speakers, let's 
see why they were almost orphaned.

Imagine opening the box and starting 
to type without ever reading the manual. 
Imagine never having to memorize a 
single command. You'll concentrate on 
creating, not programming, with Mag- 
navox’s all new Videowriter. : 

Like a typewriter, it has its own built- 
in printer. So, there are no cables to run. 
There are no programs to learn. And, 
there’s even built-in spelling. 

DON’T GET ME WRONG 

It may be as simple to operate as a 
manual typewriter, but it’s really powerful. 

There’s nothing you have to do. Tabs, 
margins and number of blank lines at the 
top and bottom of the page are preset for 
you (you can change them, of course).

Before we explore how you can use 
this Body Monitor’s capabilities to aid 
you in losing weight (as it is me) and to 
measure your training achievements, let's 
look at some interesting curiosities. 

If you're like me, you've probably won- 
dered just how far you go when you walk 
around the block. And, every year | attend 
the Consumer Electronics Show and I've 
always wanted to know how far | walk. 

Since my plane always seems to be at 
the last gate at every airport, I've won- 
dered just how far | go.

Well now, not only will | know how 
many steps I've taken, I'll know how 
many miles or hundredths of miles I've 
gone and how many calories I've burned.

ONE STEP ATA TIME 

It all starts out with one small step. 
Just clip the Body Monitor on your belt 
or waist band and away you go.

Consider the security of being only 
seconds away from the police or fire 
department. You can instantly call a doc- 
tor or anyone, anywhere. 

And frankly, it’s really neat to lie ona 
chaise lounge on your patio and answer 
the phone without having to get up and 
run inside when it rings. 

It seems that whenever my phone 
rings, by the time | run in and pick it up, it 
quits ringing or it's a wrong number. 

BAD NEWS 

But cordless phones had problems. 
After millions of them were out in the 
field, they tended to conflict with one 
another.

There are two ports on the back of the 
Geneva. One is a serial port for the op- 
tional disk drive(s).

It's no secret. You can see that it’s a 
double deck for dubbing. You can also 
see that it features auto reverse for non- 
stop entertainment. 

And, you can even see that it has high 
speed dubbing for expanding your tape 
collection or making tapes for your car 
or personal stereo. 

But, what you can't easily see is what 
you're going to get when you add up all 
these sophisticated innovations and then 
throw in some Surprising extras. 

STRANGE EGG 

And speaking of strange extras, what 
would you think of being able to listen to 
two tapes at the same time. It’s great for 
mixing vocals, but it’s a feature that I've 
never seen before. — 

But, let’s look at some everyday useful 
features that make this deck totally uni- 
que and superbly useful. Of course, it has 
a frequency response to 17,000hz, so 
whatever you do will really sound great. 

First, let's just listen to a tape. Just 
put the tape in deck ‘1’ and activate the 
‘soft touch’ play button.

It's not red. And it has no aroma. But it 
is definitely a rose amongst the thorns. 
Here’s an all new name dialing 2-line 
conferencing speakerphone that will rev- 
olutionize your concept of telephones. 

As president of DAK, I've tested hun- 
dreds of phones. Some are very good 
and you will find them in DAK’s catalog. 
But, I’ve never used a better sounding, 
more useful phone, at home or at the 
office, than the phone pictured above.

Just a 5db roll-off at the high end, up 
around 14,000hz to 16,000hz, can just 
decimate the harmonics that give you 
the open feeling you'd experience at a 
live concert. A similar roll-off at 60hz, 
causes the fundamental bass notes to 
just fade away into the ‘murk’. 

An equalizer isn't some magical device 
that manufactures sounds that don't ex- 
ist.

Testing your speakers in your listen- 
ing room is the really crucial test. Simply 
place the calibrated microphone where 
ou normally sit to listen to your stereo

At the end of an 18 foot cord is the ear of the system. 
Just clip the mike wherever you sit and test your room. 

Turn on the Pink Noise. You can switch 
to Left Channel, Right Channel or both. 
There’s a meter range button, a sen- 
sitivity control, and even a switch that 
lets you freeze the meter. 

Just sit down at the equalizer. Start 
with one channel. You'll see all 10 octave 
bands on the meter. Just slide the cor- 
responding controls to increase or de- 
crease any area that needs help. 

You have now set up your system to 
its maximum capability. But as you'll 
see, location is very important. Move the 
microphone 5 feet to the left or right. 

Then turn on the Pink Noise and check 
the Spectrum Analyzer. Now you can 
see why the specifications that come 
with your system are only a starting point. 
= Here's a way to test your tape deck 
and tape. First record Pink Noise for 3 
minutes at -20VU. Then play it back and 
note the readings on the meters. 

Now, record the Pink Noise again at 
OVU or +3. Wait till you see how much 
the high end falls off. Now you'll see why 
all specifications are listed at -2O0VU.
